-*-       device  and  chair  which  enables  you    to   take   baby 
anywhere  zvithoiU  tiring  yourself  or  crossing  the  child. 

By  an  ingenious  arrangement  of  the  handles  and 
wheels  it  is  changed  instantly  from  one  to  the  other,  so  that

When  standing-  iu  this  position  it  is  a  chair.  Place  it 
on  an  ordinary  wooden  chair  at  the  table  and  baby  has  a 
comfortable  high-chair.  When  you  stay  indoors,  you  can 
keep  baby  in  it  wherever  you  are.  Simply  carry  it  from 
room  to  room  and  set  it  on  the  floor  where  baby  can  watch  you. 

Instead  of  using  it  as  a  chair  all  the  time,  you  can  also 
lay  it  on  the  back  and  baby  will  play  in  it  happily. 

As  a  perambulator  the  Oriole  Go-Basket  is  used  from  the 
time  a  baby  is  able  to  hold  up  its  head  until  a  wheeling  device 
is  no  longer  necessary.  This  means  from  about  six  weeks  until 
three  years  of  age.  Babies  under  fo2ir  months  should  have 
the  extra  under-ann  straps.  The  Oriole  Stand  makes  the 
Cyo-Basket  useful  from  the  day  the  baby  is  born.    See  page  19. 

When  the  child  is  too  young  to  sit  alone,  the  Go-Basket 
should  be  wheeled  in  the  reclining  position,  and  when  carried 
should  be  picked  up  flat  instead  of  by  the  carrying  handle.

How  to  Use  the  Oriole  Go-Basket 


TT  takes  neither  time  nor  trouble  to  change  the  Oriole  Go- 
-■-  Basket  from  wheeler  to  carrier  or  from  carrier  to  wheeler. 
You  need  use  only  two  fingers  of  each  hand,  so  easily  does 
it  work. 

To  change  to  a  carrier,  place  your  left  hand  (figure  l) 
on  front  arch,  thereby  holding  the  Go- Basket  steady.  If 
empty,  bear  down  lightly  while  you  pull  the  cord  near  the 
tassel  with  your  right  hand.  The  Go-Basket  will  settle 
down  over  the  wheels  which  disappear  into  the  protecting 

pockets  at  each  side  of 
the  Go-Basket.  If  the 
baby  is  in  the  Go-Basket, 
raise  up  with  the  left 
hand  so  the  Go- Basket 
will  settle  down  gently. 

To  change  to  a  wheeler 
lift  the  wheeling  handle 
sharply  as  high  as  it  will 
go  (figure  2) .  Then  raise 
the  Go- Basket  with  the 
left  hand  so  that  the 
wheels  are  free  to  drop 
without  touching  the 
floor  (figure  2a).  Gently 
pull  the  handle  back  with 
your  right  hand  (figure

ONE  of  the  important  points  I  have  noticed  in  regard  to  the  Oriole  Go-Basket 
is  that  the  child  is  not  compelled  to  stare  ijtto  the  bright  sky  and  sunlieht  as 
children  must  do  when  they  recline  in  the  ordinary  baby  buggy,  for  even  if  they 
are  protected  by  shades  the  light  is  very  often  too  bright,  and  if  the  shades  are  of 
such  size  as  to  prevent  the  light  from  striking  them,  it  interferes  with  the  air  and 
sunshine  which  they  should  enjoy  when  tal^en  out.  As  adults  we  do  not  ordi- 
narily think  of  this  when  walking  about  in  the  glaring  sunlight,  but  if  we  were  to 
lie  horizontally  and  compelled  to  stare  up  at  the  bright  sky  we  should  very  soon 
complain.

TM PORTED  light  reed  known  for  beauty  and  strength  is 
used  exclusively  in  the  Oriole  Go-Basket.
